Fiscal. 



Some days ago, at tbo close of an 
article on fiscal affairs, we said that if 
any 0110 could point out a method by 
the adoption of which the tremendous 
liabilities incurred by tbo late Govern- 
ment could be :netby the Elliott Min- 
istry otber than through the medium 
of taxation he should make known that 
method pro bono publico. Wo regrot to 
havo to Bay that no person has as yot 
offered a suggestion that would seem in 
tbo remotest degreo to possess tho morit 
of practicability. Indeed, wo may say 
beyond the appearance of one lottor and 
two or three brief paragraphs attacking 
taxation as a principle nothing has ap 
peared in the Pros3 adverse to tho pro 
position. One writer, (a member of tho 
Ministry that was tho author of all our 
iinaueial troubles) suggests an extension 
of tho Municipality system and retrench- 
ment us remedies for the evils that threat- 
en to overwhelm tho country; and thinks 
that Sl'20,000 to £130,000 of the annual 
subsidy paid by Canada might bo spared 
each year "to continue the progressive 
policy inaugurated by tho DeCosmos 
Ministry and so energetically continued 
by tho Wnlkem Government." Tho Mu- 
nicipalities Bill, we may as well 
state, is a permissive ono, and until 
a district nhall petition for its application 
tho provisions cannot be extonded .Present 
relief through that sourco is therefore out 
of the question. Retrenchment is a good 
and proper thing. It is ono of tho prin- 
ciples tho Elliott Ministry wero selected 
to carry out and with tho Government in 
their hands it will not prove to havo been 
a hollow election cry. They will even 
go beyond tke writer in paring down tho 
expenses of Government. They havo 
ulreidy effected an economy of 
$(3000 per annum in refusing to fill the 
fourth portfolio, which was one of tho 
examples of tho "progressive policy of 
the DeCosmos Ministry so energetically 
continued by the Walkem Government." 
They havo roduced the official staff; havo 
discharged the counter-jumpers and tapo- 
moasurers who drew $100 u mouth and 
exponses as "road-b isses;" have abolish- 
ed positions that wero created to reward 
the political procurers of tho ex-Chief 
Commissioner; have discontinued the 
unconstitutional system of giving public 
work out by tho day when the House 
asked that it should be dono by contract; 
and have cut off all unnecessary expenses. 
Still there is a deficit of S500.000 to bo 
met this year as the fruit of a "progessive 
policy" ns worked out by tho DeOosmos- 
Walkem Ministries. Tho cost of govorn- 
iug the country under tho "progressive 
policy," exclusive of the Lands & Works 
expenditure, was S259.000. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances there would have 
been tho following amounts of revenue to 
meet this expenditure: 



wiih none to mako him afraid." Wo havo 
said repeatedly during tho past thrco 
years that the false fiscal policy of the 
Walkom-DeOosmos Ministry would bring 
them to grief. Ovor and over again tho 
public wore warned through these col 
umuB that inordinate expenditure moant 
taxation in tho near future. No one know- 
that inevitable result better than tho dis- 
oiples of the "progressive policy inau- 
gurated by the DeCosmos Ministry and 
so energetically continued by tho Wal- 
kem Govornment" when they asked to 
havo "money sowed broadcast through- 
out tho country," taking caro that tho 
largest sharo lodgod in their own fur- 
rows. 

Tho late Ministers may buttonhole 
peoplo and may whisper into evory elec- 
tor's ear that thoy had a policy for creat- 
ing a revenue without resorting to taxa- 
tion. But ask them to stato that policy ? 
Ask them to show how they proposed to 
meet a deficiency of §500,000 in 1870 
with 8180,000? If they are patriots they 
surely will not keep the result of their 
three years' experience lockod within 
their own breasts. Our own opinion, 
after reading tho correspondence with 
Canada by which tho subsidies wero 
pledged (especially the "O-bo joyful" 
telegram of Dr. Ash) ,is that tho lato Gov- 
ernment had no polioy — that they had no 
scheme prepared to extricato tho country 
from the financial difficulties into which 
they had plunged it other than that of 
taxation. Thoir overthrow before thoy 
had had an opportunity to carry their 
schemo into effect was a fortunate cir- 
cumstanoo, bocauso they wero pledged 
and committed to a policy of extrava- 
gance, and must havo taxed at least $2 
where their successors— boing pledged to 
ltotronchment— will not find it necessary 
to tax §1.

The "progressive policy" of the Wal- 
kem Govornment, however, anticipated 
tho subsidy payable in 1870 by borrow- 
ing on its account from Canada $150,000 
— so that there will be nothing coming to 
the Province in July, and but'SGO.OOO in 
January next. The total revenue expect- 
ed from sources already provided will 
be: —

The Government, it will bo seen, will 
havo but $180,000 with which to meet 
liabilities amounting to S320.000 more, 
without mentioning improvements and 
works tho execution of which cannot bo 
longer doUyed. Now, tho question oc- 
curs how is tho doficiency to be made up ? 
One will sav, draw tho balance of tho 
S900.000 fro'm Canada. But Canada holds 
tho pursestriugs and refuses to advanco 
any more money; so that avenue is closed 
to us. Another will say, issue debentures 
for a loan. But the "progressive Dolicy" 
of the DeCosmos Ministry so energetical 
ly continued by the Walkem Govern- 
ment" dostroyod the oredit of tho 
Province, so that to procure a loan of 
830,000 at an illegal rate of interest secur- 
ity to tho amount of $222,000 has to bo 
first lodged in safo hands. A third will 
propose that tho entire revonuo bo 
mortgaged for a term of yoars or until tho 
deficit shall have been wiped off. But 
admitting tho practicability of such a 
scheme, how would tho Govornment be 
carried on, moauwhilo. without a ro?onuo 
sufficient to meet current exponses ? How 
could public works bo undertaken with- 
out the means obtainable to pay for them ? 
Tho Govoruuiout cannot make money, 
and as wo ba\e already shown tho effect 
of the "progresBivo policy" had so do- 
pressing an effect on tho credit of tho 
country that for every dollar tho Walkem 
Ministry borrowed they had to deposit 
seven dollars as socurity! 

Now, tho Elliott Government are asked 
to avoid further financial ontanglomont 
with Canada, and at tho same tiuio moot 
tho fiscal dofioionoy that tho lato Govern- 
ment rollod up as a monument to thoir 
"progrossivo polioy." How aro they go- 
ing to do this without a rovonue or tho 
means of raising a rovonue ? By tho 
adoption of an intelligent polioy of re- 
trenchment thoy may roduoo tho expenses 
of Govornment bo as to effect an annual 
saving of about $50,000. But tho relief 
thus afforded (although considerable, and 
touding to ruiso tho credit of tho Pro- 
vince) will not bo sufficient for presont 
needs. Some other source of rovonue 
muctbo devised. Mon who inhabit this 
country have got to look on Constitution- 
al Govornment as it is lookod upon else- 
where—as an Association for Mutual 
Protection and Advancement, towards 
tho maintenance of which they should 
choorfully contribute a modicum of their 
means and in tho mnnagomoDt of which 
they havo a direct voico and interest. 
Evnryoio will admit that a settlod form 
of Government is a necessity to tho so- 
curity of lifo and property; andwli.n 
that necessity is admitted, none can ob- 
ject to pay for tho support of an institu- 
tion through whoso protection he may 
"sit beneath his own vino and fig-troo 



In tho course of n. rather vapid arti- 
cle on tho ocean mail service our con- 
temporary accuses us of assenting to a 
proposition of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company to make three instead 
of four trips per month in tho summer 
soason, as required by the contract. 
It is scarcely necessary for us to state 
that in no issue of this journal can a 
word, lino, sentence or paragraph bo 
found that will give the slightest col- 
oring for such an accusation. Wo have 
always boon and are now an advocate of 
the Company being held to tho strict let- 
tor of tho agreement. What wo did say 
is this: That so far as the character of tho 
ships and tho ability of thoir officers aro 
concerned tho present service is tho host 
that tho Province has been as yot favored 
with. The non delivery of freight is an- 
other matter; but even when discussing 
that point our contemporary cannot bo 
truthful, for it tries to fix the blame of 
the non-delivery on tho shoulders of tho 
Victoria agent, when it is well known all 
over tho city that the Dakota was ordered 
to sail for Puget Sound hy Mr. Otis Free, 
man, agent for tho lino, whon be ascer- 
tained that no vossel could bo secured 
to bring the -'-freight round from 
Esqmmalt. We unhesitatiugly pronounce 
that ordor as most imoropor. It caused 
a serious loss to Victoria consignees and 
a repetition would not bo tolerated. 

If our memory serves us tho Standard 
was tho especial champion of the lato 
ocean mail contractors, tho G.N. & P. Co., 
and tbo rotton old tubs thoy emplovod in 
the service. In October last we printed 
an article in which after contrasting the 
service as it had been performed by that 
lino with the service as performed by tho 
Pacific Mail Co., wo called on the travel- 
ing and business public, if thoy wanted 
to encourage an elliciont, safo and rapid 
means of communication to employ the 
Paoilic Mail boats. Iu a day or two thore 
appeared a reply in the Standard in which 
tho G. N. & P. lino was lauded, and thoir 
boats deolared to bo safo and efficient. 
Within three weeks from the dato of the 
publication of that reply tho bows of tho 
steamship Pacific wera stovo like glass 
by a slight shock from a passing vessel, 
and she sank almost immediately with 
350 precious lives. That was a frightful 
prico to pay for oxperionoo. Now a sud- 
den change from the Mail Company 
might throw us back into tho hands of 
tho owners of tho lost Pacific— a result 
wo should greatly deplore. Tho recent 
debate in the House of Commons shows 
that tho Mail Co. wero not only charg- 
ed with inefficiency, but were actually 
stated by one Bpeaker to have owned tho 
Pacific! Misrepresentation could scarce- 
ly bo carried to a greater length to create 
a prejudice against a sorvico which, what- 
ever may bo its faults, is infinitely super- 
ior to tho former ono. 

Lot tho Pacific Mail Co. bo mado to 
"too tho mark." Demand that they shall 
adhere to tho terms of tho contract. Growl 
liko Englishmen when thoy fail to do 
so. Resist any overcharge. Pursuo 
thorn by legal process for detention of 
freight. Exact civility, promptitude and 
safety from thoir nttuehos. But beware 
lost, by tho creation of an unreasonable 
ami groundless prejudice against tho 
company at Ottawa tho service Bbould 
fall again into tho formor hands because 
they Bland ready to do the work at a cheap-

Prom tho report of the ^rinisLor of the 
Interior— hon. Mr. iMird— just plnoac] 
boforo tho Ottawa Commons, wo glean the 
following information with regard to tho 
Indians of this Province. From and 
after tho 1st of February, 1S76, Indian 
boards are to be abolished and tho ad- 
lniniHtrution of Indian affairs oondooted 
ihoneoforth under Superintendents and 
Agenta us in tho Province of Ontario. 
"For this purpose, British Columbia will 
bo divided into two Superintendoncios 
etyled "tho Victoria Huporintoudoncj," 
and " tho Frasor S'-iperintoudoncy." 
"Tho Victoria Buporiutoudoncy will in- 
cludo Vancouver Island, Queen Char- 
lotto's Island und tho Coast Indians gen- 
erally on tho Mainland betwoun tho (Jas- 
oado Eauge and the Sea, as far South as 
Howo's Sound inclusive, and will om- 
braco the following Indian Nationalities, 
namely — tho Cowiohaus north of Howo's 
Sound; tho Quackewiths, Bclla-Goolas 
and Milbanks and tho T'Simpsheoans. 
"Tho Frasor Superiutondeney will in- 
oludo the remainder of tho Provinco, tak- 
ing in the following nationalities, namely 
— tho Kootonays and tho Cowichans as far 
north as Burrard lnlot iuclusivo; the 
Shuswhaps, Tahelios; Siccanios and all 
tho other Indian Tribes of tho interior 
not already mentioned." 

The ilouso 

will meet to-day at 2 o'clock and after tho 
transaction of routino business will pro- 
bably adjourn for ten or twelve days in 
oonsequouco of tho serious illness of tho 
hon. tho Premier.

EASTERN STATES. 

Cincinnati, April i. — In tho election 
yesterday for members of the Board 
of Public Works the Democrats olect- 
ed 3 and Republicans 2. The Re- 
publicans will havo a majority in tho 
City Council and iu the school boards. 

Cincinnati, April 4. — lleturus from 
54 towns show a general Republican 
majority in 22 and a Democrat major- 
ity in 1C. Of the rest 70 aro divided. 
Local questions entered so fully into 
contest that tho result is no test of 
party strength. 

Ci.E verland , Ohio, April 4. — Tho 
general Republican ticket was elected 
by 2500 majority. On an average tho 
council will Btand 22 Republicans to 
14 Democrats. The Republican ticket 
oleGted 15 out of 18 Councilmon 
yesterday. The returns gonerally 
shows Republican gains although 
politic were ignored in many cases. 

Baton Rouge, La., April 3. — In an 
olection held hero to day the Demo- 
carts woro victorious, a large number 
of colored men voting an opon Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

New York, April 4. — Tho 'World' 
says the Greenback reformers polled 
about 2200 votes in Connecticut. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 3. — There 
has been a furious thunder storm for 
the past 10 hours without intermission 
with tho heaviest rain ever known in 
this rogion.sovon inches having fallen. 
It has causod great damage to planters 
and many houses havo been blown 
down. 

Washington, April 4. — Tho inpeach- 
ment articles are to bo presented to- 
morrow. 

New York, April 4.— Gold closed 
at 112£ % 113. 

Washington, April 4. — Tho Senate 
Finance Committoo took up tbo House 
silver coin bill to-day and discussed 
it. A very strong opposition to some 
points in tho bill was manifested and 
the committee adjourned without com- 
ing to any conclusion, agreeing, 
however, to discuss the measure again 
Tuesday. 

New York, April 4.— §300,000 in 
silver coin was this morning received 
at tho Treasury Department from San 
Francisco. An additional $100,000 
in quarters is expected to-morrow, 
which will comploto tho piesent order, 
which is for $400,000. As thore is a 
necessity for still more coin, orders 
will be forwarded to San Francisco 
for additional supplies at once. 

Memphis, April 4. — All indications" 
seem to. point to a flood of at least as 
great maguitudo as has ever resulted 
from high rivers. The bottom oppo- 
site tho city is flooded back to Madi- 
son and trains to Littlo Rock are dis- 
continued. Many persons living in 
tho bottom aro compcllod to move 
out to the hills. 

Chicago, April 4. — Proceedings in 
forfeiture will bo commenced to-mor- 
row against the 13 distilleries in this 
city which have boon seized by the 
Government for frauds and irregulari- 
ties. 

Washington, April 4. — The follow- 
ing is the full text of Wigginton'a 
anti-Chinese resolution : — ' ' Wheieas, 
it is alleged that there are at the pres- 
ent time 100,000 Chinese on tho Pa- 
cific Coast, many of whom havo been 
brought thithar under contracts for 
servilo labor, and that their numbers 
aro constantly iucreasiug, to tho groat 
detriment of the laboring men of that 
coast and in derogation of the treaty 
stipulations existing between tho 
United States and tho Empiro of 
China; therefore, be it resolved, that 
tho President bo and he is hereby re- 
quested to open negotiations with the 
Chinese Governmont for tho purpose 
of modifying tho provisions of the 
treaty botween tho two countrioa and 
restricting tho samo to commercial 
purposes." This is no joint resolution 
and thoreforo doe3 not require action 
by th6 Senate. 

New York, A.pril 4.— Tho 'Sun's' 
Washington special says it is reported 
on undisputnblo authority that in a 
few days evidenco of an uudisputable 
character will bo furnished showing 
that tho government has employ- 
ed notorious black mailers who aro 
publicly known as tbioves and who 
aro utterly disreputable in character, 
and that such are now iu tho employ 
of the govomment in important con- 
fidential positions. 



EUROPE. 

London, April 4. — It is reported that 
Earl Granville has sont Count Van 
Arnim explicit assurance that as far 
as ho is concerned thoro is no founda- 
tion for tho statomout inquired about 
by Sullivan in tho Houso of Commons 
March 20th, that the British govern- 
ment had protested against the ap- 
pointment of tho Count as ambassador 
to England on* account of bis unfaith- 
fulness. His Lordship said tho lato 
government disclaims using any such 
langungo as that, 

In tho Houso of Lords last night the 
Earl of Shaftsbury offered his motion 
for an address to tho Quoon, praying 
hor Majesty not to assumo tho titlo of 
Empross. He argued tho titlo was 
distastoful to a vast majority of tho 
people and mado tho point that after 
tho recent argument of Disraeli tho 
assumption of such a titlo would bo 
an insult to tho Czar. The Earl of 
Carnarvon opposod and Lord Sol- 
borne supported tho motion, which, 
after a long debate, was rejectod by a 
voto of 137 to 91. Tho Royal Title 
Bill thou passed through the Oommit- 
too. 
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CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, April 4. --Greenback 
88A buying; 89 soiling. 

The Board passed a rosolutiou that nil 
prisoners in tho County jail and Citv 
prison should have their hair cropped on 
entrance Tho resolution is iutendod as 
a blow at the Chinese pigtails. 

A very domonstrutivo anti-Chinese 
meeting waB hold at South San Francisco 
this evening. An orator by tho namo of 
Keoho in courso of his remarks said the 
esistonco of nn organization numbering 
20,000 in this city, who wero pledged that 
this should bo tho last attempt to remedy 
tho Chinese evil by legal means; that if 
failing in theso tho members of thiB so- 
ciety woro prepared to tako the law into 
thoir own hunds and root out the evil 
with iiro and steel. This speech was 
loudly applauded. 

Lator advices from South San Francis- 
co report that two or three hundred 
butcherboys and others woro raiding ou 
tho Chinamen, and a force of polico had 
boon sent ovor to prosorvo order. It is 
evident, however that a strong fooling iu 
favor of extremo measures pervades oei- 
tain classes in the comunity, whioh will 
require careful handling on tho part of 
tho moro moderately inclined and law 
abiding portion of the population.
